CAUSE OF MR. FRELINGHUYSEN’S DEATH, 
The physician who attended ex-Secretary 
Freiinghuysen in bis iliness denies that bis 
death was caused by aconite poison. Dr. Lin- 
coln says: Mr. Frelinghuysen'’s death was 
due solely to a liver disease which has afflicted 
him for several years, and cannot, I think, be 
attributed to the dose uf aconite which he took 
by mistake in a drink of Congress water sev 
eral months ago. The drink caused a stupor 
of. several hours, and for a time he was quite, 
low. Under earful treatment, however, he re- 
covered his usual health. An investigation 
made of the polluted mineral water showed 
that it bad been in a dottle which 
bad formerly contained aconite ointment, and 
when exposed to light the water had a muddy 
appearance. There were a number of bottles 
of Congress water in the case from which the 
Secretary helped himself, but the room was 
somewhat dark; and consequently he did not 
detect the change in color and appearance of 
the water that be drank from the contents of 
the other bottle, which was sparkling and 


clear.” 
BRIEF MENTION. 

Mrs. Logan, who did not expect to leave for 
the West at present, left this morning for 
Springfield to join the Generah Mrs. Logan 
was entertained at dinner by Mr. and Mrs.

recommended for appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, but the Cirouit Attorney ob- 
jeots to more than one agent, and claims that 
his office was ignored by the Governor, and 
that the Police Board had no right to interfere. 
Both Mr. O'Neill and Mr. MeDonald argued the 
case before Chief Clerk Brown, who presented 
the matter to Secretary Bayard. 

In makmg one appointment of a Marsbal in

THOSE KIDNAPED BOYS. 


WHAT THE STEAMSHIP MANAGER KNOWS 

ABOUT IT—THE CHICAGO BANANA TRADE. 

Since the publication, a week ago, of a New 
York dispatch in Tage TRIBUNE narrating the 
borrors inflicted upon a party of American 
laborers al.eged to have been kidnaped for 
railway service in Guatemala, a number of 
versions of the story bave been brought to the 
surface. None of them tend to controvert the 
fact of the suffering to which the unfortunate 
men were subjected, but there is still an open 
question as to where is the responsibility. Mr. 
Leonard Mueller, one of the owners of the Ella 
Knight, is in the city on a business errand. He 
said yesterduy afterndon to a TRIBTNE report- 
er, who asked for bis version of the story: 

“Our share in the transaction is simply this: 
We run fourteen boats between New Orieahs, 
Honduras, and Guatemala, in the fruit trade. 
We are also licensed to carry pussengers. The 
Ella Knight has accommodations for torty-five. 
Last full we were approuchbed by K. H. Caatt & 
Co., commission men and labor agents, with a 
proposition to carry men to Guaiemala. We 
got a permit to ix up accommodations for 185 
men in the hoid, ahd made a contract with 
Chaff & Co. at $10 a mar. This was solely tor 
transportation. Wath the feeding or prov‘ding 
for the men we had absolutely nothing to do. 
The Ella Knight carried several cargoes 
in this way, in all, several hundred men. 
We delivered them at Puerto Barrios, where we 
got a rece. pt from the contractor and Secreta- 
ry of the railway company tor each man, 
which, when presented at New Orieans, en- 
titled us to the $10 a head. I can say nothing 
about the treatment of the men in Honduras, 
for | know nothing about it. 1 know, how- 
ever, that while the men were on board the 
Elia Knight they at least got enough to eat and 
a place to sleep in. Neither do I know any- 
thing about the inducements offered the men 
to’ship. That was all done by Chaff & Co., 
who, I dare say, may bave painted the situa- 
tion in nose tints tor reasons of their 
own. They were local agents 
of the great contracting firm of 
Shea, Connick &Co., at Puerto Barrios, I have 
been toid that tome of the men expected to go 
to Spanish Honduras; perhaps that id so. As 
fur us 1 was able to ſudge the men were a very 
rough lot. However, as I said, we carried only 
three gangs of the men. The rest were taken 
down by the Macheca Line: Both of us lost 
money on the deal, for the Chaff Company 
failed without settling. : 7

The correspondence between Mr. Gould and 
the officers of the trunk lines was made public dur- 
ing the day, and it discloses the fact that most com- 
panies were willing to restore rates providing that 
they can be satistied that they will be maintained 
when restored, and that other minor points shall 
be conceded. The final answer from the New York 
Céntral was, however, not received before the 
closing of the Stock Exchange. ;

The work of 
grading and laying the new road progresses night 
and duy. but 800 men under the Pennsylyania Rail- 
road bosses are ,also enguged in tripie-tracking 
the Pennsyly branch freight lines in 
the southwes section of the city, where 
they greatiy iupede the Baitimore & Onto's ad- 
vancement. A long fight is expected in the City 
Council next w when the Baltimore Line’s right 
of way is sure to bitterly contested by the best 
lawyers in the State. Ex-Attorney-Generuls 
Brewster and MacVeagh have long been identified 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad. Perhaps the 
ablest lawyer whom the Baltimore & Ohio can em- 
ploy ts the least successful railroad President in 
‘the country. Franklin B. Gowen, recetver and ex- 
President of the ‘Reading, whose eminent legal 
abilities are always to be had for the asking in any 
fight aguinat the Pennsylvania. 


That business is exceedinaly dull at present is 
fully demonstrated by the fuct that in spite of the 
unprecedentedly iow freight rates east-bound 
freight shipments by the various railroad lines 
trom this city suffered a stil 
about 14.000 tons. The total shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions by the various railroad lines 
from this city through to seaboard points for the 
week ending May 23 (yesterday) amounted to only 
49,992 tons, against 64.760 tons tor the week previ- 
ous ano agdinst 78,500 tons for the week previous 
to that, thus making a decrease in two weeks of 
28.508 tons. And what makes this decrease 
still more serious is the fact that two weeks ago, 
whet the shipments amounted to 28,508 fons more 
than for the lust week, little it any business was 
secured for less than th~ 20-cent basis from Chi- 
cako to New York, while but little of the business 
shipped during the last week was secured at more 
than a 12%¢-cent basis from Chicago to New York. 
This shows that low rates will not move the busi- 
ness when there ts no demand. Everything depends 
upon the supply and demand. There is enough 
supply a present, but there is no demand. There 
is no demand whateverin the East or@ Europe, 
and the prices there are so low, compared with 
the prices here, that even a 10-cent rate would not 
move the business. 80 long as this condition of 
affairs prevais it matters but little whether the 
railroads advance their rates or not. The fact is 
that the stagnation in business is the sole cause of 
the present demoralization in east-bound freight 
rates. If there was plenty of basiness to go for- 
ward the railroads would soon settle their troubles 
and advance the rates, but so long as they have to 
fight for the little business they get they will not 
be able to carry any pools or agreements, and they 
will be compelled to take the business at whatever 
rates they can secure it. The following statement 
shows the amount of flour, grain, and provisions 
shipped E.st from Chicago and common points 
through to seaboard points by various railroad 
lines during last week:

During last night’s reception and glorifica- 
mon at the Grand Pacific a man with clothes 
tattered and wearing an old blouse with brass 
buttons, with stubbie all over his face, and 
possessing a breath that would furnish the 
motive power for the City-Hall elevators, 
shaffied up the main corridor to the door of 
the reception rooms. Senator Logan had just 
retired, and State Senator Mason was enter- 
taining a few choice spirits with bis last story.

By order of Maj. E. P. Tobey, commanding 
Battery D, a salute of 108 guns was fired on the 
Lake-Front. Precisely at 7:30 o'clock, fifteen 
minutes after Gen. Logan’s arrival at the 
Alton depot, Sergt. John R. Irwin, assisted by 
Sergt. Linderman and nine men, began the 
firing from the bored-out solid shell and ball 
James rifle of the battery. The gun pointed 
west across the park, in the range of Congress 
street, and a large crowd of men and boys col- 
lected at the place. The night was foggy, 
making it possible to hear the rolling detona- 
tions of the gun at ail Chicago’s suburbs. 

“This is a long-range gun,“ said Sergt. Irwin, 
„and with it I have dropped a ball in the Chi- 
cago River from a position in Hyde Park, nar- 
rowly escaping hitting some schooners lying 
there. 

At 9:80 o’clock, shortly after the presenta- 
tion of the resolutions, Senator Logan repaired 
to his own room, fronting on La Salle street, 
and there he received the members of the Ex- 
ecutive and Reception Committees. All pre- 
sented their compliments briefly and retired, 
and at 10 o’clock the last one took his leave. 
But the crowd in the rotunda was not to be 
dispersed so easily. Two hundred men congre- 
gated in one corner, and under the leadership 


his managers, by a bold stroke, carried the 
Thirty-fourth Representative District, in which 
a vacancy bad ocourred by death, and, rallying 
the discontented faction of the party in the 
Legisiature, elected Logan on the first ballot 
last Tuesday to succeed himself. 

Leaving out the partisan aspect of the case, 
and making due allowance for the feelings of 
disappointed aspirants for Senatorial honors, 
the reflection of John A. Logan is highly 
creditable to the Repu of the Legislature 
of Illinois, and to the people of the State at 
large. It would have looked ungrateful to bave 
discarded him after the sacrifice he made for 
bis party in accepting the Bomination for Vice- 
President. He did not desire that nomination, 
but, baving accepted it, he went into the strug- 
gle with all that gallant ardor which has dis- 
tinguished his long and honorable career. He 
went dowa with the ticket, but he made no 
complaint. 

The people appreciated his dignified silence, 
and their sympathies, exeept in the case of ex. 
treme partisans, were with him when he went 
to Springfleld—a seemingly forlorn bope—to 
battle anew for his seat in the Senate of the 
Nation, During that long ordeal, which de- 
gan last January, the spirit of the hero of 
Atlanta never fliavhed, and as a result he 
bas, despite of comparative poverty and par- 
tial defection, been crowned again with the 
laurels of an astonishing victory,

Assistant Bishop Potter takes no more kindly 
to the Rev. Mr. Ritchie's ritualistic work at St. 
Ignatius’ Church. No. 56 West Fortieth street, 
than did Bisbop McLaren while Mr. Ritchie 
was at the Church of the Ascension in Chicago 
two years ago. The truth of the matter is; Mr. 
Ritchie has been subjected to what is termed a 
“memonstrance” by Assistant Bishop Potter, 
and he is going right along with nis church- 
work, paying about as little attention to it as 


St. Ignatius’ Church was built for the Rev. 
Dr. Ewer about sixteen years ago, and for fil- 
teen years, or up to the time of bis death, a 
little over a year ago, be conducted the serv- 
ices there. In Maroh ot last year Mr. Ritchie 
was called by the congregation. He had, as is 


for his independence, and bad very boldly in- 
_ troduced into the services of the Church of the 
Ascension certain ceremonuials which the can- 
ons of the Protestant Episcopal Church did 
not authorize. It was not long before his inde- 
pendence and “ progressiveness”’ got him into 
bot water with bis diocesan superior, and Bish- 
op McLaren denounced the ceremonials as un- 
Angiican. Mr. Ritebie, feeling that be had the 
support of his congregation, no matter what 
the Bishop believed, went ahead with 
his practices, and eventually found himself 
upbeid by them in his contumacy. In June, 
1883, he concluded co resign his pastorate, 
rather than have the church declared outside 
the divcese, but the congregation ret used to 
accept his resignation, and be continued to 
serve as rector—the church, however, being 
practically ostracized by the Bisbhop—until 
March, 1884, when St. Ignatius’ in this city 
called him. Worn out with fightmg Bisbop 
McLaren Mr. Ritchie finally accepted the cail, 
and located in the parish, which had also won 
some distinction among church people on ac- 
count of its oid-time, and now dead, rector. 

Dr. Ewer, who alone had served St. Ignatius’ 
for fifteen years, was a high churchman. While 
he had ecolesiastical ideas which enlisted him 
in the ritualistic work, be was, nevertheless, 
loyal to the Bishop of this diocese. None of 
his acts as rector of this church were ever 
called in question by his superiors, no matter 
how much diseatisfaction might have been ex- 
preseed by his more conservative brethren. In 
looking about fora rectorto fill his piace his 
congregation fixed upon the Rev. Mr. Ritchie 
as the one most suitable to carry on the work 
the first pastor had begun and carried out up 
to the time of his death. 

THE ALLEGED UNDERSTANDING. 

The understanding on the part of the St. Ig- 
natius congregation was that Mr. Ritchie shouid 
renounce the “heresies” which had got him 
into trouble in Chicago, and actsimply as a min- 
ister of the Anglican Church: This is 
statement as made by a friend of the late Dr. 
Ewer. One of the clergymen who was mainly 
instrumental in securing Mr. Ritchie for the 
pulpit of St. Ignatius says that Mr. Ritchie 
came to New York on the invitation of the 
vestry, and had a meeting with the wardens. 
At that meeting de defined his position pre 
éisely. He said to the wardens: “If 1 accept 
this call; it ig to de with the distinct under | 
trol oF the spiritaalities of the pirish, and that 
the temporalities are to be your dare.“ Now.“ 
said the clergyman who related these facts, 
“while I feel like all my brethren of the 
ciergy that Mr. Ritchie is domg wrong, and 
that he is contumacious, in the church view 
of the word, I do not feel that he bas de- 
ceived his people in any way. They kuew his 
Chicago record, and the words in which he ac- 
cepted the call were certainiy frank enough. 
They gave him a wide latitude in conducting 
the services, and nobody ought to be surprised 
that be has taken advantage of the scope given 
him. In saying this I am not trying to make 
an excuse for Mr. Ritchie. I think be is doing 
wrong, but his congregation has no right to 
complain. They wanted a brilliant man, and 
they have got him. His sermons are senésa- 
tional in their nature, and he always draws a 
crowd, That St. Ignatius’ Church is placing 
itself in a position to be read out of che Angli- 
can Church is true, but the congregation went 
into this position with their eyes open, ana 
they certainly have no right now to claim that 
they were deceived. The vestry, to use a slang 
expression, ‘gave themselves away,’ and now 
they are standing loyally by their rector, which 
of course means that they are disloyal to their 
Bishop.” 

CHANGES FROM THE START. 

It was early in March of last year that Mr. 
Ritchie assumed charge of St. Ignatius’ Church. 
He began from the outset in making changes 
in the ritual, and aiter the sevond Sunday's 
services the old members who had sat under 
the teaching of Dr. Ewer for fifteen years 
scarcely knew bow to follow the new rector in 
the prayer-book. The most serious change 
which Mr. Ritchie made in the beginning of 
his rectorship was the one which had caused 
him so much trouble in Chicago. He begun the 
mid-day ceiebration of the Holy Communion by 
stating that this was a celebration at which the 
people were not expected to communicate. He 
held a regular high mass, and positively for- 
bade the members of the church to.become 
communicants at this service.

necessity or mercy, sball be punished by a fine 
not exceeding 850.“ It was only in satisiaction 
of personal spite, of course, that this prosecu- 
tion was brought, but the law authorized it. 


80, too, the Boston & Albany Railroad has 


just deen indicted for running Sunday 
trains under the same law. Yet Sundny trains 
have been run for years, outside the Commis- 
sioners’ permission, on many roads. [In full 
tore, also, is the statute imposing a fine not 
exceeding $10 upon whoever travels the Lord's 
day, ¢xcept from ftecessity or charity. Yet 
look at the Brighton Road of a Sunday. 

The same penalty attaches to fishing Sunday 
—the “attempt” to catch being included in 
the punishment, so that bad luck cannot be 
pleaded in excuse—yet, when the smelt strike 
in, Sundays the shore is lined with 
fishers, the more godly being under 
suspicion of compromising with conscience by 
taking their tackle to church with them. Pos- 
sibly it occurs to very few that all games and 
sports Saturday evening expose those 
engaged in them to a penalty of $5, 
yet the law in ite latest revision declares 


that *‘Whoever is present ata game, sport, 


play, or public diversion, except a concert of 
sacred music .. upon the evening next 
preceding the Lord's Day.“ shall be punished 
by such a fine. Exception is made in favor of 
attendance on duly licensed entertainments, 
80 that theatre-goers are safe, but bali-piaying, 
dancing, and rolier-skating, it would seem, are 
forbidden Saturday evening, and any induig- 
ing in euch sport is liable to be 
bauled before the police court as were 
the preachers on theo Cmmon. There is 
yet another statute of the Commonwealth 
which declares that, ‘Whoever, having arrived 


| at the age of discretion, profanely curses or 


swears shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing $6 nor less than 81.“ 

The action of the State Senate in passing a 
bill exempting from the provisions of the Civil- 
Service law soldiers and sailors of the late War 
who have been honorably discharged bas 
unfavorable 
. the part of the Re 
publican press of the State, who 
see in this action a movement in opposition to 
the Civil-Service Reform law, which 1s only 
just getting into working order. Under the 
Civil-Bervice law enacted by the Legislature 
of 188% henorably discharged soldiers 
were treated very liberally. The standard 
for excelience under the present law 
is 65 and if a veteran attained that be was 
chosen in preference to any other citizen, even 
though his record were far superior. Under 
the bill, which has paseed the Senate, 
veterans with good army records are 
pot required to pass any examination, 
thus virtually annulling the civil- 
service law. There are in Massachusetts 97- 
000 veterans and 4,200 public officers, or, in 
round numbers, twenty veterans to every 
Officer. Of course, a good many of these are 
too old or otherwise disabled ior 
bard work, and a many 
more are in positions which raise them 
far above officeé-seeking, bat there is still 
enough of the floating element left to fill a 
large percentage of the public offices and make 
civil-service reform a byword. It is believed 
that the bill will be killed in the House. It re- 
ceives the support of most Democrats, who see 
in it an opportunity to render invalid a law 
which they never desired. 


THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


BLOODY WORK OF GERONIMO’S APACHES IN 

THE VALLEY OF THE SAN FRANCISCO. 

Tuscan, Ari., May 23.—A Clifton special 
says: A courier bas just arrived from the 
Upper Gila with a letter from Wood Dod 
that states that the Indians left Eagle 
Creek, three miles north of Thompson's ranch, 
and struck Blue River at Brenton's, forty miles 
north of Clifton. Old man Brenton cannot be 
found, and Dod, who followed up the Indians, 
believes he bas been killed. Five miles farther 
on, at Gorman ranch, the Owner Was found 
murdered and mutilated. At Montgomery's 
and Welche's the Indians had destroyed every- 
thing. As it was dark Dod did not look for 
bodies, but hastened on to reach Alma. 
His horses shied often aleng the road 
on which were a number of dead horses, and, 
be believes, men also. The Indians crossed the 
San Francisco five miles north of Alma Friday. 
The settlern were not notified of the outbreak. 
Many have undoubtedly been killed. Dod 
staves that Creach and McGurren started back 
Wednesday for Hampson ranch, from where 
no news bas yet been received. He states that, 
although the Indians crossed the San Francisco 
River the 19th no troops had struck the river 
up to the 20th.

New York, in the freshness of her spring

The most attractive parts of New York are 
undoubtedly at the two extremities of Fifth 
evenue, Washington Square and Central Park.

The English cutter Genesta has at last left 
the shores of Great Britain and is plowing ber 
way across. the Atlantic, confident, no doubt, 
that she will shortly return to her native waters 
bearing as a trophy the coveted cup sow held 
by the New York Yacht Club. The race will 
be the most important yachting event which 
has occurred in this country since 1851, when 
the old America won the coup which is now 
about to be contested for again.

The policies he assigned 
to Sternfeld Bros. In June, 1883, he 
left his house in Brooklyn and came over to his 
place of business in this: city. He left his 
store at 10 o'clock in the morning and went to 
‘the Hamiiton-avenue ferry, where, shortly 
after 11 o'clock, he the ferryboat 
for Brooklyn. When the boat arrived 
in midstream he plunged overboard. The boat 
was stopped, as he was seen struggiing in the 
water, but he disappeared before he could be 
rescued. Seven days later his body was 
picked up floating in the water. A 
bar of lead weighing about ten and 
one-half. pounds was attached to 
his arm by a piece of wire. At the inquest the 
jury brought in a verdict of death by drown- 
ing, but did not determine whether it was acci- 
dental or suicidal, the Coroner having ¢harged 
them that there would be a (litigation as to the 
insurance policies, and that the question of 
suicidal or accidental drowning could be 

upon by a civil jury. . 


THE DEMAND. 

Sternfeld Bros. & Co. made a demand upon 
the company for the payment of the 28, 000 
upon the policies, but the company refused to 
pay, upon the ground that Mr. Cunning- 
bam hed committed suicide. In September, 
1883, Sternfeid Bros. & Co. brought 
an action iu the Supreme Court against the ip- 
surance company, which claimed that Mr. Cun- 
ningham bad made false representations in 
making his application for the policies in that 
be stated that the insurance was for his 
own benefit, when in fact it was for 
the benefit of Sternfeld Bros. & Co. 
and that he had committed suicide. It was 
proven during the course of the trial that Mr. 
Cunningham had been in great financial dim 
culties previous to his death; that he bad been 
troubied with nervousness and sleeplesuess, 


and talked considerably in his sleep: and that 


be constantly feared he was about to be ar- 
rested, and thought detectives and spies were 
always on bis track. 

The plaintiffs virtually admitted the suicide, 
but endeavored to prove insanity. On behalf 
of the insurance company, Dr. A. E. McDon- 
ald, the Superintendent of Ward's Island Luna- 
tic Asylum, and Dr. Allen McLean Hamilton 
were both called and asserted that 
Mr. Cunningham was not insane. 
The jury was locked up until 11 o’clock last 
night, at which hour, being unable to agree, 
they were allowed to go home. Today the 
court was opened and they were discharged.

The fog continued until Wednesday, 
the 20th, at 10 p. m., when it cleared. During 
its continuance the City of Berlin was run at 
half speed, and whistles blown at two-minute 
intervals. During the fog, the morning ot 
Tuesday, the 19th inst., at3:35 a. m., the steam- 
ship ran into a monster iceberg. She was going 
at half speed. Her bowsprit, igurebead, ana 
forward gear were carried away. Tons of ice 
tell on the forecastie deck and stove it in. The 
two lookout men in jhe bow narrowly escaped 
losing their’ lives. — ES, 

The vessel was at tne time of the collision in 
charge of First Officer Tarleton and Third Off- 
cer Barker, who were both on the bridge. 
There were seventy-four cabin, sixty-nine in- 
termediate, and 1,138 steerage passengers on 
board, with a crew of 142 men, making a total 
ot 1,423 souls, When the collision occurred 
First Officur Tarieton gave the command:

BARN-STORMING OPERA. 

The adjective baru-stormm is here used 
as a technical term, carrying in it no trace of 
reproach, still less of disrespect. It connotes 
certain qualities of rough-and-ready adapta- 
tion to the environment, a certain superiority 
to the ordinary alleged necessities of operatic 
life (such as a cominedious stage, good sing: 
ers, suitable costumes, Ste.), and a sublime 
trust in the providence that looks out for 
ehiidren, fools, and, let us hope, barn-stormers. 
When these qualities coexist in an operatic 
performance it must be technically classified 
as barn-storming, whether it is a “Der Frei 
sohüta by the Damrosch company in the 
Columbia Tneatre, a festival Lohengrin 


upon the Lake-Froat, a church-choir perform: 
ance of “Zenobia,” a NorthSide Muse- 
um »Fatinitza,“ or a Princess Opera-House 
“Fra Diavolo.“ In nothing is Chicagu's pre- 
eminence more notable than in ber cosmopoli- 
tan ability to furnish art in every stage of 
progress. Barn-gtorming”’ isa term which 
is not synonymous with “amateur.” An ama- 
teur loves sometbing-—-the etymology shows it. 


‘Beymology wil show anything if you tackie it 


right. Whenachurch choir gets up a comic 
opera or an Oratorio and gives it in public, thig 
does not make them barn-stormers, although 
the performance may, likely enougb, exhibit 
more or less of the external traits of the phase 
of art iu queation. It ie a distinction of mo- 
tives. The choir loved the comic opera aad 
studied it. This was the main thing, the per 
formance was incidental. It is different with 
the barn-stormer, who is to the manner born. 
Could the Damroseh people have played Bee. 
thoven’s “ Fidelio’ as they did if they bad 
loved Beethoven? Let us hope not. Could the 
Princess Opera-House people give Fra Dia- 
volo as they do if they loved Auber? Never! 

These things seem to have a strange fascina- 
tien for the public. Whether it ie a dime. 
novel admiration for crime, an uncontessed 
sympathy with che composer who is being 
subjected to so much trouble, or whether 
it is that a performance of opera al fresco,” 
as it were, with ail ita hidden aprings upon the 
outside gratifies a morbid curiosity is not easy 
to say. One thing is certain, the Princess 
company struggies with no less a task than 
than Auber’s “Fra Diavolo“ nightly for a 
week together. What music they give—using 
the term in a complimentary sense— will be 
recognized by old opera-goers as appertaining 
more or less to the opera named upon the bill, 
Yet, though recognizable, it is also somewhat

The performers 
make vastly more noise in proportion to the 
price charged at the door than can be heard 
ata Patti night or even at an Apollo con- 
cert. Theodore Thomas’ fiddiers do not work 
one whit harder than these unknown Atlases, 
who carry the whole of Auber’s Olympus upon 
their balf dozen bows. Perhaps the cornetist 
bas the hardest task. He has to be trumpet, 
trombone, French born, and tuba all in one. 
When he basa moment of leisure he helps out 
the flute or theo according to the exigencies 
of the occasion. e chorus, also, has no sine- 
cure. Eight people bave a difficult task, no 
matter bow great their talent, in representing 
u multitude, an army, a village, or a city, all in 


one. 

These few lines are to be regarded as a trib- 
ute to unrecognized industry. If the barn- 
stormers in question will permit a suggestion 
it would be that discretion is properly a part 
of valor. The question must be put to them 
whether they feel safe in gomg on ia this reck- 
less way week after week. Many people in 
this city come from France; bas Auber no 
descendants or relatives amaus them? It so, 
let the barn-stormers beware! Even the pub- 
lic caanot be trodden upon with impunity. 
Have they forgotten the Pittsburg riots? Let 
them beed the warum in time and tone down 
the hardness of their offending. ‘Why 
not do as they do at the North Side 
Museum, rearrange the scores for the instru- 
ments they really bave? The North Side com- 
pany, indeed, has several good points. Traces 
or refinement are to beseea in their “ On- 
vette.”” Miss Christin, who plays the Count- 
ess, is a very pleasant singer, indeed, who 
would be welcome anywhere. The curioua 
thing, as already stated, is that barn-storming 
opera pays. People like to see it. It appears 
to gratify an innate love for an amusement 
innocently vicious.

A VOICE FROM THE OPERATIC PROMPT- BOX. 
The prompter of the Damrosch opera com- 

pany was Frau Buechmann, whoat first studied 


, the duties of a prompter in order to relieve ber 


husband. Her talent for the work proving 
Superior Dr. Damrosch engaged ber as 

rompter, and ber husband as substitute. 

n an interview récentiy published Frau 
Buschmann is reported as comparing the la- 
bors of the prompt- bon for the Italian and Ger- 
man opera: “On the Italian stage it seems to 
be part of the prompter’s duties to give the 
correct note to a singer at the beginning of an 
air, and to bum whole: phrases so as to keep 
singers in tune, beside notifying them when to 
come in. Why, be is halt a conductor! Now, 
in Germany, and in German opera, this is to- 
tally different. No German operatic conductor 
would allow a einger to go on the stage 
before he had shown himself at re- 
hearsal what we call gang fest in seiner 
rolle—that is, perfectiy familiar with Bis 
part. Consequently sone of the functions of 
the conductor ig delegated ta the prompter.“ 
Frau Buschmann gave aleo some interesting 
facts relating to the work of her position in the 
Wagner music dramas, saying: Tou will be 
surprised, and so will everybody not familiar 
with a prompter’s task, to learn that Wagner's 
Operas are easier to prompt than any others. 
My work in Die Waikiire’ was comparatively 
light, In fact, the more advanced Wagner's 
works are the easier they are to prompt. 1 
would be willing to go into the prompter's box 
for a Wagner music drama without baving seen 
the score beforehand, there are 60 many 
pauses in the vocal score. The singers 
often have pantomime while the orches- 
tra plays on. That gives me time to look abead 
and get an oversight of what is to come. Then, 
too, Wagner's later muaic is for the most part 
in dialog form; the voices are not combined, 
but are beard iu solo phrases. I sonsider a 
music dramaeven easier to prompt than a 
tragedy.” In speaking of the different artists 
of the German company of lost season from 
the prompt-box standpoint, Frau Buschmann 
said: There is quite a difference. Schott is 
as firm as a rock. He is caim, seif- 
and needs little help. It is the same with 
Materna, Krauss, Brandt, and Robinson. 
Brandt was a trifie nervous about Fricka, for 
it was ber first appearance in that character. 
‘Let me hear you,’ she said, ‘I know my part, 
but I want to feel that I've some one beside 
myseif to rely on.’ That is the case with most 
artists, even the greatest.“

COUNTING. THE CASH. 


THREE WEEKS’ HARD WORK HANDLING THE 
WEALTH IN THE TREASURY. 

Washington (D. C.) Letter: The committee 

appoluted to count the money in the United 


States Treasurer's office here have reported 
ex-United States Treasurer Wyman’s statement 
of assets to be correct. 

Forty expert counters and as many clerks, 
who kept the records, were at work nearly 
three weeks counting the paper money. bonds, 
eta. A dosen clerks and as many laborers were 
at work fora week or ten days counting the 
gold and silver coin in the vaults. 

Tne specie handied aggregated nearly $12,- 
000,000—-about 9,000,000 silver dollars, $500,000 
minor silver coins, and $3,500,000 in gold coin. 
The silver coin weighed about 270 tons, and 
the gold coin about four and a half tors. This 
hard money, strictly s ing, Was not count 
ed, but weighed. ie silver doliars, when 
originally placed in the vauits, were put 
in bags, each containing $1,000, coin and 
bag weighing. filty-ainc and one-fourth 

unds. The gold was in bags contain 

v00 each and weighing eighteen and one-nai 
pounds. An actual count by piece was only 
made of a few bags on the start, to ascertain 
the proper and exact weight of a bag of $1,000 
in silver or $5,000 in gold, and afterward of 
such bags as were not satisfactory in weight, 
Very tew bags, either of the ailver or gold. fell 
short of the standard weight, and in such in- 
Stances actual count showed the required 
number of coina, but with afewof them suf. 
ciently abraded to account for the deficiency 
in the weight of the bag and contents. When 
the last bag was weighed and the record footed 
up not a cent was missing. 

The paper money and securities handled in- 
cluded a reserve fund of nearly $164,000,000, 
made up of $31,000,000 in United States’ notes, 
$104,000,000 in gold certificutes, and about 
$29,000,000 in silver certificates, also interest 

ing $8,000,000, un- 
issued clearmg-house certificates amounting to 
$55,000,000, and bonds and coupons amounting 
to $345,000,000, a total of $572,000,000, which, 
added to the $12,000,000 in coin, make 8884. 


000. 
„Tue count of the paper and securities was as 
satisfactory as that of the coin. item 
of paper assets, United States notes, bonds, 
gold and silver certificates, were examined and 
counted piece by piece.

THE REVISED BIBLE. 


A SERIOUS DIFFERENCE OF OPINION BE- 
TWEEN THE ENGLISH AND AMERICAN 
AUTHORITIES. 

New Yorx, May 23.—{Special.1—There is 


of the hands of the printers, save to members 
of the committees, until the morning of May 
21. The Americans scrupulousiy kept this 
compact, They were fairly besieged by jour- 
nalista and others, who offered liberal pay for 
articles or interviews containing particulars as 
to the alterations made in the text; but they 
felt bound to divulge no definit informaton, 
and went no further than to provide matter 
under undoubted safeguards that it would not 
be printed begore the stipulated day. Tne Ea- 
glishmen, however, unbosomed them- 
selves three days beforehand, and the 
cable brought copious dispatches 
on the subject, so that most of 
the novelties of the revision were known prior 
to the proper date. The Americans feel es- 
peciaily sore because, when it was pointed out 
that they might, with legal and moral 
propriety, copyright the book for the Unitea 
States—their share in the authorship enabling 
them to do so—they decided, after full discus- 
sion, that it would not be quite dignified to 
enter into anything which resembied a com- 
mercial arrangement. The project was con- 
sidered both here and in England,“ says Prof. 
George E. Day, the Secretary of the Ameri-

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Mantles are shorter than they have ever been 


more than shoulder-capes with a narrow part 
of the front lengthened like a mantilla. These 
Smail wraps are now popular with young 
ladies, who wear them sometimes made entire- 
ly of one rich material, but they are more 
often combined of two pretty fabrics, such as 
lace for the front, with beaded grenadine for 
the high sides that are set upon the shoulders. 
Velvet sometimes forms the back of manties 
that have piece lace upon the han shoulders, 
and the fronts may be either plaited lace or 
velvet. It takes very small quantities for these 
little wraps, but. as they are of rather ex- 
pensive goods the best plan is to buy the pat- 
tern and fit it in white muslin to the figure, 
then measure the muslin and obtain the exact 
quantity. For those who cannot afford the 
woven beaded grenadine a good pian is to buy 
the grenadine and sew on the beads, outlining 
the figures and foliowing the veins of the flow- 
ers and leaves, or dotting them in the centre 
with large jetnail-beads. Sometimes this bead- 
ed grenadine is used for the front and backs 
because the becoming glitter of the beads is 
then nearer the face, and side pieces may then 
be made of either plain or brocaded velvet. If 
an old lace mantie bas been left over, and i 
not tov highly treasured to aliow it to be out. 
it may be laid in smail accordion plaits on the 
middle back forms over a lining of red or biack 
thin silk extending low on the tournure like a 
basque; bows of watered ribbon hold it at the 
waist, and a short band like a belt passes be- 
tween them. The stiort sides of grenadine, 
either beaded or veivet-figured, extend round 
and bigh on the shoulders, and require only a 
yard of material, and for those that do not ex- 
tend below the waist-line three-fourths of a 
yard will answer. The narrow front is of the 
old lace mautie, and the whole will ve gayer if 
lined with red or wiliow-green silk, such as 
costs 40 or 50 cents a yard. Silk wraps left 
from last); ear may have shiny or greasy spots 
that have grown there by wear hidden with 
widespreading ornaments of passementerie or 
jet, or else two jabots of lace may be placed 
down the seams made by sewing a‘ uil-gathered 
frill, allowing it to drop downward alteraately 
on each side, and tacking it there in shells. 

Still simp.er manties are made in the same 
shape, especially the shortest shapes, of the 
material of the dress With which they are 
worn. For instance, biue or tan-colored bison 
cloth, black or fawn-colored camel’s-hair, have 
the short scarf mantie reaching only to the 
elbows and waist-iine, and trimmed all over 
with lengthwise rows of narrow mohair braid, 
or else the back and fronts are plain, and the 
bra d is in borizontal rows very close together, 
paced on the sides only. Some cioth fringe 
cut in strips, or chenilie fringe, or wool lace, 
forms the trimmimg. If some smal: bits of 
Chantilly or guipure piece ijace are left over, 
these make »retty manties over white, black, 
green, or red lining silk, with only one gathered 
row ot lace ior its edging. 

JACKETS: 

It is quite an easy matter, with moderate 
expense, to remode! the well-made tailor jack- 
ets of two ur three seasons. They sbould first 
be carefully sponged with tepid water in which 
there ina little borax; then the lapped back 
seams that belonged to the Prince Albert coat 
ot last year shouid be closed to the end of 
the skirt, so that they will Gt smoothly 
over the tournure. The front need not 
be altered, except to sborten it siightly, 
making it a sharp point there, and gradually 
sloping upwards on the tournure, where it 
sbould be only about eight inches below the 
wuist-line. These jackets need no trimm 
but rows of stitching and large buttons, yet 
the germent looks old and seems to need to be 
further renewed, ten or twelve rows of narrow 
modair braid may be placed around the edge 
and on the sieeves. New jackets sold in the 
shops for $11 or $12 are stylish and pretty with 
widely repped biue or biack serge for the mate- 
fial, and wide Hercules braid for the trimming. 
Of course they could be made at home tora 
third less expense; but in selecting the pattern 
the purchaser is advised that those partly fit- 
ted to the waist in frout are more popular 
than the entirely loose .fronts. Corduroy 
jackets are inexpensive, as they need nu trim- 
ming; they are worn now by young ladies in 
town, and will be popular for trave ing in the 
summer, as chey may be worn with the ecru, 
brown, and biue dresses that will be used for 
summer journeys. The poppy red and biue 
serge jackets already described will be worn on 
morning walks with white muslin, satteen, 
gingham, and other cotton dresses, 


TRAVELING CLOAKS. 

The long traveling cloaks of mobair at 50 
cents a yard are the best choice tor people of 
small means. They are made long and straight 
in princesse shave, buttoned down the entire 
front, and the back has flat piaite or some 
gaged fuliness on below the waist. The India 
pougees that are now sold for $7 or $8 the 
piece are enough for two of these traveling 
garments, and it is well for two friends to buy 
a piece together. Canvas lined with thin siik 
is the new and fashionable fabric for such 
cloaks, but they make too frail and costly a 
garment for those who study economy. 


BONNETS. 

Very cheap straw bonnets are not always 
worth buying, although one of navy blue 
rough straw costing only 10 cents has been 
known to do good service on a European tour, 
and to look very pretty with ite ribbons of 
A dark straw bon- 
net that does not crack when rather roughiy 
used in the purcbaser’s bands will doubt- 
leas wear well, and a cream white rice straw 
(which is only slightiy rough-surfaced) 
kept ite color through three summers, and 
was worn through one winter besides by hav 
ing the crown covered smoothly with a bit of 
figured velvet, the front and strings being al- 
ready of velvet. For this reason of doing iong 
service velvet is one of the most economical 
trimmings, and for other reasons, too, as & 
turnisbes well; its thick, heavy pile requires 
only a smal! quantity, and because at the end 
of winter velvet ribbons lined with satin can 
be bought for 8 to 15 cents a yard in nice qual- 
ities and choice color. These ribbons, from 
one to two inches wide, are chosen in white 
velvet, poppy red, or bright yellow to form the 
“donkey's ear bow that is now pointed in a 
cluster on the front of the bonnet slightly to 
the left. It is alse used with fewer loops and 
many notched ends for apparently tying a 
bouquet of flowers directly on top of the bon- 
net.

CHICAGO CABBAGE TRADE. 
FEW PEOPLE KNOW THE SCALE ON WHICH IT 
IS CARRIED ON. 

Take for instance the item of cabbage," 
said W. M. Jobneton of No. 35 South Water 
street to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. Peo- 
ple look at them, know they are cabbages, and 
pase on, thinking no more about them. They 
bave no idea where they come from and bow 
much of an industry they represent.“ 

„Have you any figures in consection with 


the cabbage trade of Chicago?“ queried the re- 


porter. 

Tes, some. Last fall there were shipped 
about 650 car-loads from this city to all parts 
of the country, while 825 car-loads. were made 
into sauerkraut, representing 22,500 barrels. 
Of these shipmests 468 car-loads of cabbages 
and 19,370 barreié of sauerkraut were ours. 
About 7,000,000 heads of cabbage were thus 
disposed of.” 

** Where are these cabbages grown?” 

“Right herein Chicago, or rather in the 
Town of Lake. We plant our ca . 
in the South, near Nashville, 
spring, thus 


of Chicago. There are about 2,000 acres of 
cabbage grown in the Town of Lake, near the 
Stock-Yards. We occupy and cultivate 190 
acres, and buy the product of over 1,000 acres 
annually. In making sauerkraut Our factory 
has a capacity of 800 barrels per day.“ 
ts Why don’t you grow your cabbages in the 

uth?”’ | 

“ Tne climate isn’t good for them. Cabbage 
grown there would be small and puoy things 
compared to those raised bere. They also au- 
sorb the vitality of ground to a great degree, 
which needs rich manurihg, and therefore the 
advantage of baving the farms neat the Stock- 
Yards.” 5 

“ You grow cabbage for shipment entirely?” 

“Yes. The small gardens near the city sup- 
ply the home demand, though a few are shipped 
in from points comparatively near. But Chi- 
cago is the big tabbage market of the world.“ 


OLEOMARGARINE. 

WHAT IS THOUGHT ON SOUTH WATER STREET 
OF THE ANTI-BUTTER-ADULTERATION LAW. 
Senator Sn) der's bill, which passed the State 

Senate Friday, prohibiting the sale of o:¢o- 
margarine, butterine, or other species of 
“bogus” butter, except under labeis betraying 
the real nature of the product, and which 
aimed other severe biows at butter adulter- 
ators, was a theme for general discussion yes- 
terday on South Water street. An intelligent 
butter man, who was asked for his opinidn, 
voiced the general sentiment of the street 
somewhat as follows: 

“That will be a very bad law to enforce: 
something like a probibition measure, only 
more so. There.is s0 much ot this ‘ cogus’ 
product made, and it ig made so cleveriy that 
no one but an expert can detect it from real 
butter. Very many experts are deceived also 
when they are confronted with an extra fine 
imitation. It is not too much to say that there 
is littie butter on the street that basn’ta ‘speck 
of the mot ey in it. And then the ‘ines’ 
men make big profits, and they aren't going to 
give up without a figbt.”’ 

* Whatis the real merit of the imitation but- 
tor? 

‘**Much of it is a great deal better than me- 
dium or low grade creamery butter. One large 
maker in Chicago (and there are numbers of 
them bere) has a standing offer of a reward for 
the detection of unwholesome ingredients in 
bis product. And I think the offer is safe. 
Butterine is a mixture of ‘neutral,’ or taste- 
less and odorless fats with creamery butter. 
The latter, which gives flavor to the mixture, 
is generally of first quality. The result of this 
combination is decidedly not bad to take. Per- 
baps so much can't be said of oleomargarine, 
which is built on a basis of beef anc mutton 
fats, aud is not so good a laster. It takes kind- 
ly . and unpleasant smells.“ 

“ What would be the effect of the proposed 
scheme of iabeling?”’ : | 

“To scare nine-tenths of the good people 
away from an article which they have been in- 
nocentiy anz unadvisedly using for years 
without any harm to themselves. ‘Use that 
stuff?’ -I fancy I hear many a good housewife 
crying out; not for the world!’ And the same 
excelient woman hasn't tasted anything eise 
since ber first baby was born.’’ | 

“What motive do you think lies at the bot- 
tom of the law?” 

It looks to me like clas; legisiahon in the 
interests of the dairymen. They can’t sell 
their low-ciass product as against the ines. 
and they are crying out for succor.”
